Curſed they were J am ſure by ſome fo the pitte of hell, fog 
tearing money ont of their thzoates , that had not a croſſein 
their purſes, But alas i they muſt haue if, it is their Fe, and 
giue the Diuell his due: Dnely Yearbe-wines and 
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catchers ,' becauſe they ſucke ſweetneſſe by this; lo the pꝛice of 
lo wers, Hearbes and gariands,roſe wonderfully,inſo much that 
Roſemary which had wont to be ſold oz 12. pence an armefull, 
went now foꝛ ſix ſhillings a handfull. 

A fourth ſharer likewile (theſe winding-ſheefe-weaners ) 
deſerves to haue my penne giue his lippes a Jewes'Leffer, but 
becauſe he wozſhips the Bakers god Lozd # Maiſter, charitable 
9, Clement (whereas none of the other thꝛer euer had to do with 
any Saint) he ſhall ſcape the better : only let him take heede, that 
having all this peare buried his pꝛaiers in the bellies of Fat ones, 
and plump Capon-caters, foꝛ no woꝛſe meat would downe this 
Bly-fores ſtomach ) let him J ſay take htede leaſt ( his fleſh now 
falling away his carcas be not plagude with leaneones,of whom 
(whilft the bill of Lord haue mercy vpon vs was ta be denied in 
no place) it was death foz him to heare. 

In this pittifull oꝛ rather pittilcſſe)perplexitie ſſod London: 
fozſaken like a Louer, fozlozne like a widow , and diſarmde of all 
comfozt : dilarmde J may well ſay,foz flue Rapters were not ſtir⸗ 
ring all this time, and thoſe that were woꝛne had neuer binſene:; 
il any money could haue bene lent vpon them, fo hungry is the 
Eſtridge diſeale, that it will deuoure euen Iron: let vs therefo:e 
with bag a baggage march away from this dangerous ſoze Citie, 
and viſit thoſe that are fled into the Country. But alas Decidis 
in Scyllam, 'pou are pepperd if you viſit them, foxthey are viſi⸗ 
ted alreadie: the tizoav Arrow of Death, flies there vp æ downe, 
as (wiftly as it doth here: they that rode on the luſtieſtgeidings, 
could nat out : gallop the Plague, Atouer- ke them; andoucr- 

turnd them to, hoꝛle and fate. 

You whom the arrowes ol peſtilence haue reacht at eighteen 
and twenty ſeoꝛe (tho pou ſtod far enough as you thought fro the 
marke (vou that ſckning in the hie way, would haue bene glad 
of a bed in an Hoſpitall, and dying in the open fielves; haue bene 
buried like dogs, how muth better had it bin fo2 you, to haue ly; 
fullerof byles æ Plague-ſozes than euer did Job, ſo pou might in 
that extremity haue receiued both bodily a ſpiritual comloꝛt, which 
there was denied you:? Fo2 thoſe miſbelceuing Pagans, the 
Raugh our, thoſe wozle then-Fnfivels,that (uke their wine 
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nenerloke vp fo high as Heauen: when Citizens boꝛded them 
they wꝛung their hands, and wiſht rather they had falne into the 
hands ol Spaniards: foz the ſight of a flat-cap was moꝛe dꝛead⸗ 
full to 3 Lob, then the diſcharging of a Caliuer: a treble-ruffe 
(being but once named the Merchants ſet) had power to caft a 
wholehouſhold into a cold ſweat, Ir one new ſuite of Sackeloth 
had beens but knobzne to haue come out of Burchin lane (being 
the common Wardzope foz all their Clowne-ſhips) it had berne 
enough to make a Market fowne give vp the ghoſt, A Crow 
that had beene ſeene in a Hunne⸗ſhine day, ſtanding on the top ol 
Powles, would haue beene better than a Beacon on fire, to haue 
raiʒd all the townes within ten miles of London, foz the keeping 
her out. 

Neuer let any man aſke me what became of our Phiſifions 
in this Maſſacre, they hid their Synodicall heads alwell as the 
p2owdeſtt and J cannot blame them, toz their Phlebotomies, 
Lofinges, and Elcauaries, with their Diacatholicons, Diatodt⸗ 
ons, Amulet, and Antidotes, had not ſo much ſtrength to hold 
life and ſoule together, as a pot of Pinders Ale and a Nutmeg : 
their Dꝛugs turned fo durt, their fimples where ſimple things: 
Galen could do no moꝛe god, than Dir Giles Goſecap: Hipo- 
crates, Auicen, Paraſelſus, Raſis, Fernelius, With all their ſuc⸗ 
coding rabble 'of Doctoꝛs and Mater ⸗caſters, were at their 
wite end, oꝛ Ithinke rather at the wozlds end, foꝛ not one ol 
them durſt peepe ab2oad; oꝛ if any one did fake vpon him ko plax 
the ventrous night, the Plague put him to his Nonplus; in 
ſuch ſtran ge, and ſuch changeable ſhapes did this Camelton⸗ 
like ſtolmmes appeare, that they could noi (with all the tunning in 
their budgets) make purſent ts to take him napping. 

Dnely a band ot Deſper⸗vewes, fome fewe Empiticall mad⸗ 
caps (foz they could neuer be wozth veluet caps) turned them⸗ 
lelues imo Bees (op moze: pꝛoperig into Dꝛones) and went 
humming vp and downe, with hony-bzags in their monthes; 
lacking the ſwietnes of Suuer (and now and then of Aurum 
Potabile) out ot the poiſon ol Blaines and Carbuntles: and theſe 
iollg Mountibanks clapt vp their bils vpon euery pott (like a 


eee thzeatning to canuas the Plague, and to 
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hearts thake, tot telling how ſome — pad 18, {ozes at ons 
time vpon them, others 10. and 12, many 4. and 5, 
and how th that have tin tharetimes worndevbothiavences | 
infection, haue dyed ofthe laſt wound , whilft others (that were 
burt as often) goe vp and downe now with ſounder limmes, 
then many that come aul ol France, and the Nether-lands, And 
deſcending from theſe, J could dzaw fozth a Catalogue of many 
poꝛe wꝛetches, that in fleldes, in ditches, in common Cages, and 
vnder ſtalls being ei her thzuft by truell maiſters out of dazes, 
o2 wanting allwozldy ſucconr but the common benefit of earth 
and aire) haue moſt miſerably periſhed. But to Chzonicle theſe 
We will thercfoze play the Douldiers, who at the end of any 
nofable battaile , with a kind of ſad delight rehearſe the memo⸗ 
rable acts of their friends that lye mangled befoze them: ſome 
chewing how bzanely they gaue the onſet: ſome, how politickly | 
they relirde: others, how wmanſully they gave aud receined 
wounds: a fourth eps fozth, and glozies how valiantly he loſt 
an arme: alot them making by this meanes)the remembzance 
tuen of tragicall and miſchienous cuents very delectable. Let vs 
ſtriue fo do ſo, hiſcourſing (as it were at the end of this moztall 
liege of the Plague) of the ſeuerall moſt wozthy accivents , any 
range birthes which this peſtiferous yeare hath bzought fazth : 
ſome ol them ptelding Comicall and ridiculous ſtuſfe, others la⸗ 
— — a third kind,vpholving rather avmiration, then laug * 
er oz pitlie. 
As firſt, to rellich the pallat of lickeriſh expectation, and withs 
all to gius an Item how ſudden a ſtabber this ruſfianiy ſwagge- 
rer (Death) is, Younwfſt belene , that amongſt all the weary 
number of thoſe that (on their bare feete) haue trauaild (m this 
long and heante vocation) to the Poly-tand, one (whoſe name 1 
eee but that J knob xowhane no 
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Naam tying tnthat tion Inns 
of ck. men, his bed, i ſceing the black blew ſtripes of the plague 
. Uickingonhis fleſh , which he receined as tokens (from heauen) 
chat he was pzeſently to goe dwell inthe vpper wozlp, moſt ears 
nellly requeſted , and in a manner coniured his friend / who 
came fo enterchange a laſt farewell) that hie would fe him got 
handſomely attirde into the wild Iriſh countrep of wozmes, and 
fo; that purpoſe to beſtow a Coffin vpon him: his friend louing 
him (not becauſe he was pode (pet he was page) but becauſe hee 
was a Scholler: Alack that the Med Jndies ſtand fo farre from 
Aninerſities! and that a minde richly apparelled ſhould haue 4 
tied bare body ! ) made faithfull pzomiſe to him, that he ſhouls 
be naild vp, he would bend him, and fo; that purpoſe went in- 
Rantly to one af the new · ound trade. ol Coffin-cutters, befpake 
one, and(like the ®nraeyour of deaths buildings) gaue direction 
dow this little Wanement ould be framev, paping all the rent 
ks; it befv;e hand. But note vpon what flippery ground, life goes

chiidzen) and ſends her packing, into thole Netherlands ee des 
parted : O how pitifully lokt my Burgomaiſter, when he vn« 
derſtod that the ficknes could ſwim! It was an eaſie matter to 
ſcape the Dunkirks, but Deaths Gallyes made ont after him 
ſwilter then the great Turkes. Which he perceiving, made no 
moꝛe ado, but dꝛunke to the States ſiue 02 ſire healths (becauſe 
he would be ſure to liue well) and backe againe comes he, to tr 
the ſtrength of Engliſh Beere: his old Randeuous of mad amen 


Plague had him by the backe, and arreſted him vpon an Exeat 

Regnum, loʒ running to the enemie, lo that foz. the mad tricks he 

laid to coʒen our Engliſh wozmes ofhis. Dutch carkas (Which 

bene fatted bere)ſickneſſe and death clapt him vp in Bedlem 

the ſecond time, and there he lyes and there he ſhalllpe Aldor 
befoꝛe ile meddle any moꝛe with him. 

But being gotten out ol Bedlem, let vs make a journzy#o 
Briſtgww, taking an honeſt knowne Citizen along with vs, who 
with other company trauailing thither (onely.fo2 feare the aire of 
London ſhauld conſpire to poiſon him) and ſetting vp his reſt 
not to heare the ſound of Bow ; bell till next Chziſtmas, was not- 
withſtanding in the hye way ſingled out from his company, and 
ſet vpon by the Plague, who bad him ſand, and deliuer his life. 
Che reſt at that wozd ſhifted fo themſclucs , and went on, hen 
(amazed to ſee his friends flye, and being not able to defend him⸗ 


lelte, foz whocandefend himlelle meting ſuch an enemy?) peel 


ded, and being but about. foztie miles from London, vled all the 
lights he could to get lwfſe out ol the handes ol death, and Ra 27

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hive himſelfe in his owne houle, whereupon, he calld fo; help 
the-ſame Inne, where not long befoze he and his fellowe pil⸗ 
grimes obtained fo; their money (mary pet with moze pzayers 
then a beggar makes in ther TLermes) fo ſtand and dzinke ſome 
thirtie fote from the dwze. To this bouſeof tipling iniquitie ber 
repaires againe, coniuring the Lares oz walking Spattes in it, 
if it were Chziſtmas (that if was well put in) and in the name 
of God, to ſacco2 and reſcge him to their power out of the handes 
ofinfeaion, which now aCanited his body: the Diuell would 
baue bene afraid of this coniuration, but they were not, pet afraid 
they were it ſeemed, fo2 -pzeſently the dozes had their wodden 
ribs cruſhtin pieces, by being beat:n together: the caſements 
were ſhut moze cloſe than anUlurers greaſie veluet powch: the 
bzawing windowes were hangd, d2zabyne, and quartred : not a 
crenis but was ſtopt, not a mouſe⸗hole left open, toz all the holes 
in the houſe were moſt wickedly dambd vp: mine Hoſte and 
Hoftelſeranneoner one another into the backe. de, the mapdes 
into the D;chard, quiuering and quaking, and ready to hang 
themſelues on the innocent Plumb trees (foz hanging to them 
would not be fo ſoe «death as the Wlogie and to die maides ta! 
O hozrible ) As foz the Tapſter, he fledinto the Cellar, rapping 
out fine 02 ſixe plaine Countrey oathes , that hee woulddzowne 
bimlelfe in a moſt villanons@tand of Ale, ifthe ſicke Londoner 
ode at the doꝛe any longer. But fand there he mult, foz ta go 
away (well) he cannot, but continues knocking and calling in 
à faint vopee, which in their eares ſounded, as if ſome ſtaring 
ghoſt in a Tragedie had erclaimd pon Nhadamanth: he might 
knocke till his hands akte, and tall till his heart akte foz they were 
ina wozſe pickle within, chen her was without: her being in a 
god way to go fo Heauen, thep being fo frighted, that they ſcarce 
knew whereabout Yeanen ſtode, onely they all crycd out, Loss 
baue mertie vpon vs, pet Lezd hanemercy vpon vs was the one 
Ip thing they feared, The doſefull cataſtrophe ot all is, a bed could 
not be had fee all Se not à cup of dzinke,no,nc2 cold water 
be goiten, though it had bin oz Alexander the great: i a dzaught

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hat miſerie coantinnes euer: the poꝛe man anding' thus 
At deaths daze, and laking euery mmute when he ſhould ber let 
im, behold, anether Londoner that had likewiſe bene in the Frigi- 
4a ⁊ona ol the Countrey, and was returning (like AÆneas out-of 
hell) to the heauen ot his one home, makes a ſtand at this ght; 
to play the Phyũtion, and ſeeing by the complerion ol his pati⸗ 
ent that he was ſick2 at heart, applies to his ſanie the beſt medi⸗ 
cines that his comfoꝛting ſpeech could make, ſoꝛ there dwelt na 
Poticary neere enough to helpe his body. Being therefoze dꝛi⸗ 
uen out of all other ſhiftes-, he leads him jnto a field (a bundle ot 
Stawe, which with. mach adoe he bought foz money; ſeruing 
in ſtead of a Pillow.) But the Deſtinies hearing the diſeaſed 
partie complaine and take on, becauſe he lay in a fielp-bedde; 
when befoze he would haue beene glad of a mattrefſe, fo very 
ſpight cut the thꝛeade of his life, the crueltie of whichdeede made 
the other that playd Charities part) at his wittes end, becauſe he 
knew not where to purchaſeterne fate of ground fo; his graue: 
the Church noꝛ Chyrchyard would let none ot their lands, Pals 
fer Thcar was ſtrucke dumbe, and could not giue the dead a 
god wozd, neither Clarke noꝛ Serton could be hired to execute 
their Dffice; no, they themſelues would firſt be executed; ſo that 
he that neuer handled ſhouell befoze, gat his implements about 
him, ripped vp the belly of the earth, and maoe it like a graue, 
ſtript the colde carcaſſe , bound his ſhirt about his (te, pulled 
a linnen night cappe ouer his eyes, and ſo lapde him in the ret- 
ten bedde ofthe earth, couering him with cloathes cut outof the 
ſame piece: and learning by his laſt wozvs his name and habi⸗ 
tation, this ſad Trau auler arriues at London, deliuering to the 
amazed widdow and childzen, in ſtead of a father and a huſband, 
gnely the out⸗ſide of him, his apparell. But by the way note one 
ching, the bzinger of theſe heaup tydings (as il he had liued long 
enough when o excellent a wozke of pietie and pittie was by him 
finiſhed) the very next day after his comming home, departed out 
of this wozld, to receins his reward in the Spirituall Court of 
beaten, | 
It is plaine therefoze by the euidence of theſe two witneſſes, 
that death, like a thiele ſets vpon men in the hie way, dogs how 
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inlo er owne- ues ede into their bed chambers by 
night, allaults them by dap, and pet no lawran take hold orhim: 
he deuoures man and wife; offirs-violence to theit fairedaugh- 
ters: Rils their pouthfall lonnes, and decetnes them ok their ſer⸗ 
nants: ven, ſo full of trecherie is he growne (ſince this Plague 
-teke his part) that no Louers dare truſt him, noꝛ by their god 
wils would come neare him, foꝛ he wozkes their downfall ,' euen 

When their delights are at the higheſt. 

To ripe a pꝛole haue we ol this, in a paire oł Loners; the 

maide Was in the pꝛide ol freſh bloud and beautte: ſhe was that 

which to be now is a wonder, vong and pet chaſte:the gifts'of her 

mind were great, pet thoſewhich foztume beſtowed vpon her (as 
being well veſcended ) were nor much infertour : Om this tonely 

treature did a pong man lo ſtedfaſtly fire his epe, that her lokes 

kindled in his boſdme a deſire, whoſe flames burnt the moꝛe 

baightly , becatiſe they wers fed with ſwert and modeſt thoughts: 

Hy men was the God to home he pꝛaxed day and night that he 

might marry her: his pꝛaiers were roceiued, at length (after manp 

tempeſts ot her deniall, and frownes of Kinffblk)the element grew 

cleere a he ſaw) p happy landing place, where he had long lought 

to ariue:the pie of her youth was made his own;and the ſolemne 

day appointed when it ſhould be delivered to him. Glad of which 
bleſſednes ( loz to a louer it is a bleſſednes) he wꝛought by all the 
pollible art he could vſe to ſhozten the expected houre, and being 
it neerer: foz , whether be feared the inferception of parents, 
oꝛ that his owne foule , with excelſſe of idy , was dꝛolonsd in 
ftrange paſſions ; he world oſten, with ſighs mingled with kil⸗ 
ſes, md kiſſes halle ſinking in teares, pzophetically tell her, that 
ſure he ſhould neuer liue to enioy her. To diſtredit which opts 
nion ofhis; behold, the ſunne had made haſt and wakened the 
bꝛidale moꝛning. Now does he call his heart traitour, that did 
ſo lalllp conſpire againſt him: lively diond leapeth into his 
cheekes : hees got vp, and gailp attirde to play the baidegromez 
ſhee likewiſe does as cunninglp turne her (elfe into a bzide: 
kindꝛed and friends are mette together, ſoppes and muſcadine 
run ſweating vp and downe till they dꝛop againe, to comfozt their

teuiue her: on went they againe-ſo farre , fill they mette with 


chat there was no rome left foz: weddings , Coaches are pꝛoni⸗ 
ded, andaway rides all the traine into the Countrey. On a 
monday mozning are thele luſtie L ouers on their iournep , and 
befoze none are they alighted, entring ( inſteade olan anne) foz 
moze ſkate into a Church, where they no ſamer appeared, but

health, there he ſtopt, fo2 ſodainly the wide toke holde of, in fick- 
nes, fo2 in health all that ade by were in ſeare ſhet ſhould ne⸗ 
uer be kept. The maiden⸗ biuſh into which: her:ch@kes were 
lately died, now beganne to loſe colour: der voyce {like a co⸗ 
ward) would haue ſh2unke away , but that her I ouer reaching 
her a hand, which he b2ooght thither ta give her, (ſoꝛ her was 
not yet made a full hulba id) did with that touch ſamewhat 


For better, for worſe, there was ſhe woyle than beſoꝛe, and had 
uot the holy Officer made haſte , the groun® en which hee toy 
to be marryed might eaſily haue biene bꝛonen pp foz her burpall. 
All ceremonies being finiſhed, ſhe was lidde betweene tino, not 


- likea Bꝛide, but rather like a Caaxſe, to her bed: Thatzmuſt now 
be the table, on which the wedding dinner is to bo ſerued pppe 


(being at this time, nothing but teares, and ſigbes, and lamen- 
tation) and Death is chiefe waiter, pet at length her weake 
heart wzaſtling with the pangs, gaue them a fall, ſo that vp ſhe 
ſtode againe , and in the fatal faneral]. Coach that carried her 
fo:th, mas ſhe bꝛought back (as vpona bœre) fo the Cities: but 
ſe the malice of her enemy that had her in ehaſe, vyan the wen = 
day following being overtaken , was her life ouercome., Death 
rudely lay with her, ans (poild her of a maiden head in ſpite ol her 
huſvand. Oh the (ozrow that did round beſet hun! nom was his 
diuination true, ſhe was a wife, yet cantinued a maide: de was a 
huſband and a widdolwer, yet neuer knew-his wife ; ſhe was his 


- alone, yet he had her not: ſhe had him, yet neuer enioyed him: 


here is a ſtrange alteration , fo2 the roſemary that was waſht in 
werte water ko ſet out the Bꝛidall, is now wet in fearcs fo fur. 
niſh her buriall: the muſike that was heard to ſound fo2th dances, 
tan nat now be heard faztþe ringing of belles: all the comfozt 
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— ether ide beingthis, hethelof ber;befizeths 
dad time tu be an ill wife , and he left him, ere he was able to be 
a bad huſband. 
Better foztune had this Bide , to fall info the hand es or the 
Plague, then ane theft fraile female (cx , ( whoſe pictute 
is next to be dzawue) had ſo ſcape out ot them. An honeſt cobler 
(ik at leaſt coblers can be benen; that lug altogether amongeſf 
wicked ſoales )had a wife, who in the time of health treading her 
tGocoftenaway , determined in the agonyof a ſickneſſe, (which 
this ycare had aſaying to her) to fall to mending afwell as her 
huſband did. The bed that che lay bpan (being as ſhe thought 
oz rather feared) the laſt hed that euer ſhould beare her, ſoꝛ ma- 
ny other beds had bo;ne her pou muſt remember) andthe wozme 
of ſuns tickling, ber conſcience, vp lhe calls her very innocent 
and ſimple huſband out ofhis vertuous ſhoppe , where like Ju⸗ 
ſtice he (atdiſtcibutjing. amongſt the poze, to ſome; balfc-penny. 
peeces., penny peeces to lome , and two-penny pertes ts others, . 
do long as they wauldlaſt, his pzouident care being alway , that 
enery man and woman ſhould goe vpzight. To the beds ſide of 
his plaguy wite.appzoacheth Pongeur Cobler , to vnderſtand 
what deadly newes the bad to tell bim, and the reſt of his kinde 
neighbours that there wete alfempied: ſuch thicke teares ſtan⸗ 
ding jn both the gut rs of his cix. to le his beloued lie in ſuch a 
pickle , that in their {alt water, all his vtterance was dzownd: 
which ſhe percciuing , wept as faſt as he: But bythe warme 
counſell that [at about the hep the ſhowwer coaſt, ſhe wiping her 
che&kes with the Ln EU the Chetes ; and he, dis ſallico 
face, with his1gatherne apzon .
